In Luke 3:38 Adam is called the son 
of God. In John 3: 16 Jesus is called 
the Son of God. Adam was the son of 
God by creation, made from the dust 
of the earth, therefore was’ earthly. 
Jesus is the only begotten Son of God. 
He is also the Son of man. He is_ the 
Son of man because He was conceived 


and born of woman. He is the Son of 
God because He is divinely begotten, 

“The first man Adam was made a 
living soul; the last man Adam was 
made a quickening spirit. Howbeit 
that was not first which is spiritual, 
but that which is natural; and after- 
ward that which is spiritual. The first 
man is of the earth, earthy: the 
second man is the Lord from heaven. 
As is the earthy, such are they that 
are earthy: andasis the heavenly, 
such are they also that are heavenly. 
And as we have borne the image _. of 
the earthy, we _ shall also _ bear 
the image of the heavenly.” 1 Cor. 15: 
45-49. 

Adam was made of material sub- 
stance, therefore was a natural man, 
possessing human nature, and being 
very eager to learn ail he could, yield- 
ed to the temptation of Satan and dis- 
obeyed God, whereby he brought upon 
himself and the following generations 
the curse of SIN and DEATH. “By one 
man sin entered into the world, and 
death by sin; and so death passed 
upon all men.” Rom. 5: 12. 

The curse or penalty for his trans- 
gression was twofold. It brought death 
in trespasses and sin and natural death 
wherein the body returned back to the 
the dust of the earth from whence it 
was taken. If man had not _ sinned, 
death would have never been known. 
Death is a penalty passed on all men 
for the disobedience of one man.

This is the same sin mentioned in 
1 John 1:8, “If we say that we have 
no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us.” The scripture has 
often been misquoted and misconstru- 
ed to mean or refer to the sins. that 
men commit. In the next verse John 
mentions sins that men commit, “If 
we confess our sins, He is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 
The sins of men are in plural form. 
They are many and can be gotten rid 
of only by confession and repentance 
on our part. Forgiveness is on God’s 
part. 

The SIN OF THE WORLD which is 
that inbred carnality, the enemy of our 
souls, is not removed by confession or 
the works of men.

“Stand fast therefore in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free, 
and be net entangled again with the 
yoke of bondage.” Gal. 5:1. 

This admonition given by Paul to 
the Galatian churches resounds down 
thru the ages to us who have been set 
free from the awful bondage of sin. 
Freedom! Freedom from sin! that aw- 
ful curse which has followed man 
from that notable event of Adam and 
Eve’s fall up to the present, and will 
continue to do so until God’s plan is 
fulfilled and the author of sin is cast 
into the lake dragging with him the 
teeming millions of the earth who for 
various reasons failed to surrender 
their weary, sinsick hearts to our Re 
deemer who suffered the ignominious 
death on dark Calvary that they 
might be set FREE. 

When we stop to consider the won- 
derful plan that God has made and the 
peace, joy, and satisfaction attained 
thereby, should we not be made to 
wonder that we should need admoni- 
tion to stand fast.
